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REMARKS ON APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Selectmen, after deliberate and mature deliberation, and 
after seeking the opinion of the different heads of the departments 
as to the amount of money that would be necessary to be appro- 
priated for the best interest of the town, have arrived at conclu- 
sions that will be hereinafter stated. Weare happy to state that 
the different functionaries of the town have manifested a very mag- 
nanimous propensity in assisting the Selectmen in abating the ap- 
propriations below what they were last year. We believe that the 
universal depression in business necessitates that the appropriations 
should be abridged to the lowest possible minimum. And while we 
would commend to the favorable notice of the voters a circumspect 
contemplation of the appropriations with a view to the most rigid 
frugality, nevertheless we would most respectfully suggest that it 
is not true economy to suffer any department to depreciate for the 
lack of a proper appropriation.

REMARKS ON SCHOOLS. 


We have estimated for schools the current year, $16,000, a 
diminution of $1000 from last year’s appropriation, the School 
Committee reasoning that in consequence of a general tendeacy for 
retrenchment in the appropriations it is best to make the estimation 
at the above-mentioned figures. 


REMARKS ON ROADS AND BRIDGES. 


We have estimated for Roads and Bridges, $5000. We wish it 
to be borne in mind and considered that the whole cost of main- 
taining tlie town horses and paying the drivers, is charged to the 
Highway account, and so is inclusive in the appropriation. It will 
be readily comprehended by the above explanation that $5000 is 
positively indispensable in order to preserve the Roads and Bridges 
in a serviceable state, and so spare the town the jeopardy of defec- 
tive highways. For further particulars about highways, see the re- 
ports of Highway Surveyors. 
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REMARKS ON THE GRAND ARMY FUND. 


The Selectmen and the officers of the Grand Army deem that 
$400 will be adequate for their appropriation, and suffice for the as- 
sistance of poor soldiers and their families. The Selectmen take 
this manner of thanking the officers for their hearty co-operation in 
assisting them in expending the town’s generous assistance to the 
nation’s wards. 


REMARKS ON LIQUOR LICENSES. 


The concession of liquor licenses the past year, accumulated 
to the maximum number of thirty-five; the aggregation of the 
above being twenty-three of the first class, three of the third, six 
of the fourth, and three of the fifth. 


The Selectmen received for licenses, twenty-nine hundred dol- 
lars, of which the State was the recipient of seven hundred and 
twenty-five dollars, and the town the balance, or, twenty-one hun- 
dred and seventy-five dollars. 


The Selectmen deem it not necessary to debate the question— 
License or Prohibition—in this report, but would respectfully solicit 
you to peruse our last Annual Report (pages 77 to 80), as we be- 
lieve that the same argumentation is good to-day, only confirmed 
by the experience of the past year, by the opinion and sentiments 
of many of our citizens, and by no less an estimated view than 
that of the eminent and distinguished Governor of this Common- 
wealth. Whether there has been more inebriation in Natick the 
past year with a license, than there would have been without one, 
we respectfully surrender to the intelligence of the voters. 
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REMARKS ON SUPPORT OF POOR. 


—_—_—_—_——. 


The Overseers of the Poor will not make-any extended report, 
as the maintenance of the Poor will be noted by the report of the 
Selectmen. The net expense for the support of Poor out of the 
Alms-House, including cost of insane persons at Hospitals, and 
persons confined in Reformatory establishments, is $3.023,90, and 
the cost inside the Alms-House is $1566,50; making a total of 
$4.590,40. Wehave appraised the stock at the Poor Farm $200 
less than last year, and paid the Warden of the same year his whole 
salary, which amounted to $500, making a difference of $700 that 
ought to be deducted from the above total cost of support of Poor, 
which would make the actual cost of the same for the year ending 
March 1, 1879, $3890,40, or $609,60 less than the appropriation. 
Considering the general depression in business during the year, and 
especially during the past winter, we think that the tax-payers are 
to be congratulated on the fact that the report is so favorable. ‘It 
will be observed that we have diminished the cost for the support 
inside of the Alms-House, notwithstanding that we have seven in- 
mates at present, the average number during the year being six, 
and also entertained with supper, bed and breakfast 2812 travelers. 
We would here say that great credit is due to the Warden and. his 
amiable wife for their efficiency, good judgment and hearty co-oper- 
ation with the Overseers in caring for the comfort and happiness of 
the inmates, and in aiding us in reducing the expenses to the low- 
est possible minimum. 


REMARKS ON NIGHT POLICE. 


The Selectmen estimate for the support of Night Police, $2000. 
We are cognizant of the fact that an impression exists among some 
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of our most prominent citizens that the night police might be dis 
pensed with. With all appropriate regard for the sentiments and 
intelligence of such persons, and notwithstanding the great depres- 
sion that exists among our enterprising citizens, we believe that 
the police is an essential element in the protection of life and prop- 
erty, the preservation of peace, and the good order and decorum on 
our streets. 


An essential fact, worth remembering by our property-holders, 
is that it does not cost so much to insure property with a good po- 
lice as it would without one; but we think the appropriation might 
be judiciously lessened to $2000.

REMARKS ON POND STREET. 


We desire it to be impressively understood by the voters of 
Natick that the Selectmen are exempt from all censure as regards 
widening, grading, building, and in fact the whole revolutionizing 
of Pond street, and they should not be held responsible for the 
same, as it was an injunction by the County Commissioners, and the 
town had no alternative but to proceed in conjunction with the 
draught and specifications which said commissioners had caused to 
be issued.

The appropriation for the building of the street was twenty- 


five hundred dollars, notwithstanding it was well understood by the 
yoters that it would require a larger sum to complete the street, the 
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cost being variously appraised from $6000 to $10,000 We believe 
that the town acted judiciously in only appropriating $2500 for the 
street last year, as we had an extra appropriation of $7000 for the 
High school; and to haye appropriated $6000 for the street, would 
have excessively overburdened the tax-payers. 


In conclusion, we would remark that the year has been a busy 
one for the Selectmen, we having given about two months of our 
time to the building of Pond street. We have disbursed $1627,10 - 
to poor and indigent soldiers, and drawn orders to the number of 
1113. Some of the appropriations have been overdrawn ; but if we 
leave out the appropriation for Pond street, and abatement of taxes, 
there will be enough balance on hand to offset the overdraws. We 
have paid on abatements $5443,18, or $4443,18 more than the ap- 
propriation. It is but just to say, however, that the above pay- 
ment includes abatements in ’76,’77 and’78. We paid on Pond 
street $3228,10 more than the appropriation; but notwithstanding 
the above facts, we think our fellow-citizens should be pleased that 
our report will show a reduction of $3.261,47 of the net indebted- 
ness of the town.

The road passing by N. U. Gay’s is bad whenever there is a 
heavy rain, and the work done there does not prevent its washing 
out. Something should be done to prevent this. It would be 
some expense to the town, but it will always be a source of trouble 
to any one who has care of the road, until this is done. 


The hill near my house also needs something done to it. I 
have patched it up, but it soon wears and washes away. A sum 
of money appropriated to cut it down is what is required.

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REPORT OF PETER WADE. 


I respectfully submit to the Selectmen and citizens of Natick, 
this, my report as Highway Surveyor of the North part of the 
Town. 


I commenced work in March, on Walnut street. I put 157 
loads of gravel on it, which I bought at five cents per load, with 
the exception of forty loads that were kindly presented to the Town 
by Henry Rose. Put in one new culvert. 


I next went to Park avenue ; put 328 loads on this street, and 
graded it. Built one new culvert, and repaired two others. 


Repaired the road from western line to Ichabod J ennings. 
I repaired Cross street from western line to Winter street. 
Graveled and graded Oak street. 


The three last-named roads I found in a very bad condition ; 
but they are now in good repair, 


| Repaired Worcester turnpike ; put on 248 loads of gravel, and 
repaired the bridge, which was in bad condition; expended 
$14,40 for lumber; cleared the road from brush. 


Bacon street is now in better condition than it has been for 
some years past. I put 247 loads of gravel on it, and rebuilt one 
culvert. Graveled 189 loads on Pine street. 


I put 161 loads of gravel on North-Main street, and graded 
the Water Works from the Sherman House to the North school- 
house. 


The rest of the streets I have put in as good condition as the 
appropriation, $750, would allow. 


The Nebraska gravel-pit is not central erough for the streets 
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in this District. I would recommend the buying of a piece of land 
for that purpose more convenient to the District.

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REPORT OF 


THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health of the town of Natick would respectfully 

report that they have carefully examined the three principal water 
courses through the main part of the town; that they have investi- 
gated every source of foul odors and accumulations of filth of any 
kind, which has been brought to their notice, existing in private 
-dwellings: that they have thororoughly inspected the soap factory at 
‘the South West part of the town. The brook running into the 
pond from which the town is supplied with water, may possibly be 
-contaminated at seasons of high water, by two causes, viz: the 
presence of privies upon its banks east of Cottage street, and by 
the stable of Dexter Washburn under which it runs. At seasons 
-of low water no filth can possibly reach the pond. 


The brook rising near the carriage factory of D. Macewen is 
filthy from the presence of many privies upon its banks, and from 
‘drains which empty intoit. The brook which drains the main 
portion of the town including Walnut hill, is also in a conditon 
which will demand early attention, as its large burden of filth and 
-sewage is carried into the lake, the source of Boston’s water sup- 


‘ply. 


An injunction may at any time, and certainly sooner or later 
will, be laid uponthe town, prohibiting the use of this brook as a 
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common sewer. This injunction will be valid. Drainage and 
sewerage are two distinct things. The former cannot be interfered 
with ; the latter is plainly a matter for municipal control. 


The soap factory cannot possibly contaminate the source of 
our Town’s water supply. After due notification, the owner exerted 
himself promptly to remedy the offensive odors, and the Board have 
heard no complaint since. 


In all other instances where nuisances existed in private prem- 
ises, they were promptly and cheerfully abated, upon due notice, 
with but rare exceptions.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The following annual report of the Natick Fire Department for 
the year ending Feb. 1, 1879, we respectfully submit to the Select- 
men of the town of Natick : 


It will be noticed by the report of the Selectmen ending March 
1, 1878, that an agreement was made with the Engineers that they 
should have full control of the horses for town use, by paying for 
the hay and grain and wages of driver of the same, thus relieving 
the Department from all expense of horses, except in case of fire, 
when it is acknowledged they are at the services of the Engineer. 


At the making up of our report last year, Steamer No. 1 was 
at the repair shop. It was returned soon after, with an expense of 
$506.35, which was paid out of our appropriation to run the De- 
-partment. We have also kept our houses in repair, and everything 
connected with the Department is in a healthy condition, and can 
be kept so with the same appropriation for one year without doubt. 
We have also paid into the town treasury $205.21 as receipts from 
the Department. The appropriation was $3000; also $1200 for 
hose. The following statement will show you what we have done 
with the funds placed at our disposal. This year we shall not need 
any appropriation for hose, but shall require $3000 to run the De- 
partment, and if the running expenses are no more than the past 
year we shall have $300 or $400 that could be used for hose, and 
therefore keep a good supply on hand by purchasing a small amount 
every year. In this way the appropriation for this year would be 
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$1200 less than last year. And we think every tax-payer should 
be satisfied in consideration that other towns near us are paying 
thousands of dollars more than we, with no larger or better Depart- 
ment. The apparatus is generally in good condition. We know 
of no change except one that we would recommend. We think 
the horse hose carriage at South Natick should be sold or exchang- 
ed for a hand carriage. It would save time and expense every 
year, and we would recommend that the town give the Engineers 
the privilege of disposing of it.

TOWN CLERK’S REPORT. 


—— 


In submitting my report last year, I remarked that the course 
heretofore pursued in publishing the full names of children born, 
with the Christian names of their parents, the time of birth, the 
names and surnames of all grooms and brides, the time of their 
marriage, with the name of the person performing the nuptial cere- 
monies, the names of all known to have deceased, their birthplace, 
age, time of death and place of burial—furnished better facilities 
for correcting errors and completing registration, than any other 
known. Iam confirmed in my opinion then expressed by having 
my attention called to both errors and omissions in that report. 


While I fully acknowledge and appreciate the labor of Mr. 
Horace Mann in his efforts to make a thorough canvass the past 
two years, omissions and errors have occurred, and will continue 
to until parents and others, shall more readily engage in furnish- 
ing the required information. A case in point by way of illustra- 
tion: Canvasser presents himself at the door of an aristocratic 
family in feeling, and after ringing the door bell is met by the 
good lady of the house, with a look not unlike what might be ex- 
pected were the canvasser a book agent, or a canvasser for the sale 
of sewing machines for pay by instalments. The canvasser mkaes 
the usual enquiry: ‘‘Any births in this house in 1878?” Answer, 
by the lady, ‘‘No, I hope not.” Canvasser, somewhat surprised: 
‘‘Why, I have been informed that there was a child at this house 
born last year. Pray, how old is your youngest child?” Good la- 
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dy of the house: ‘*Why, he’s about six months old.” Canvasser: 
‘*Well, that would make him born in 1878, would it not?’ Good 
lady of the house, somewhat disturbed: ‘‘Why, yes, so it would.” 
Canvasser: ‘‘Will you please give me the exact month and day of 
the birth?” The good lady brought her mental arithmetic into use 
and found the child was born in December; and at the time of the 
interview, was less than six weeks old. This is by no means a sol- 
itary case. And in view of such inadvertency, I do earnestly rec- 
ommend all persons in the town to examine this report and ascertain 
if the names of all known to them to have been born, married or de- 
ceased during the year 1878, can be found herein, and if not, report 
the fact to the town clerk. With the co-operation asked, it will be 
next to impossible for any to escape registration for a period longer 
than one year, and will serve as a stimulus to a fresh statistical ca- 
reer, which, under Providence, we have reason to believe will result 
in greater exactness than any heretofore practiced or published by 
the town.

There has been an increase of twenty-seven in the number of 


births over the year 1877. 
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Whole number of deaths returned and recorded for the year: 
Males, 67; Females, 73; total, 140. This is five more than in 
1877, and seventeen more than in 1876. But it is forty less than 
in 1872, and fourteen less than in 1873. 


This number is made up of seven widowers, fifteen widows, 
fifteen men leaving wives, twenty-two women leaving husbands, and 
eighty persons who had never been married ; thirty-three (or 23 4-7 
per cent.) of this number died in infancy, not having attained their 
first annual birthday. Twenty lived beyond the allotted time to 
man, and seven of the number attained and lived beyond the age of 
eighty years. The two oldest being Rev. Isaac Jennison, aged 88 
years, and John Keating, aged 96 years. 


DOGS. 


Number of dogs licensed in 2878 is three hundred seventy-two 
(372), for which I received and paid over to Amos Stone, Esquire, 
County Treasurer, the sum of seven hundred sixty-eight dollars 
and sixty cents, after deducting my fees. 


This is ninety dollars less than in 1877. Query—tIs the num- 
ber of dogs kept in town smaller, or are the prosecutions for keeping 
without license less frequent?

SINKING FUND. 


We again call your attention to the law of 1875, requiring 
towns and cities to establish a sinking fund, and contribute thereto 
from year to year an amount sufficient, with accumulations of 
interest, to extinguish the debt within the time given by said act. 


The income of the water now amounts to $9671.95 annually, 
and as the expenses are but $4515.85, the balance might be set 
aside as a sinking fund. 


PURITY OF WATER. 


We deem it of the utmost importance that the purity of our 
water supply should be maintained ; and as the only source of im- 
purity is the brook running through the town, we would recommend 
the town to take some action thereon.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Lo the Water Commissioners—Gentlemen: In accordance with 
section seventh of the Town By-Laws, I submit the fourth annual 
report of the work performed under my direction, together with a 
general statement and condition of the works. 


PUMPING STATION. 


The pumping engine has given a better duty the past year than 
any previous one, the duty being 1,309,783 lbs. of water raised one 
foot high more than the past year for every 100 Ibs. of coal used, 
which makes the duty 49,000,783 pounds of water raised one foot 
high to every 100 lbs. of coal. Nothing has been expended for re- 
pairs the past year; but there is a chance to make some improve- 
ments in and around the pumping station, and should be done this 
year, that it may be an ornament to the town as well as a necessity. 


Record of pump, and cost, found in the following tables A and B. 
MAIN PIPES, HYDRANTS AND GATES. 


There are now twenty and one-sixth miles of distributing pipe, 
130 gates, and 119 hydrants. Eleven miles of this pipe, and all 
the gates and hydrants, are kept in repair by the town. The past 
yeur the repairs done at the expense of the town have not been very 
heavy, only costing $68,96 for the following repairs: There have

only been six leaks, four caused by poor joints and the other 
two by rust, the pipe not being thoroughly lined. Four gates were 
repaired ; also thiee hydrants. There are five more that need re- 
pairing, but nothing that renders them unfit for service. There 
should be more gates placed in the main pipe, so when one street is 
to be repaired we shall not be required to close off three or four 
streets, thus discommoding a large number of water-takers, besides 
waste of time in notifying. 


The construction account has been increased to the amount of 
$11.898,64, including grading at pump house and land damage at 
reservoir; also a bill of expense at the ice-house. Record of pipe 
in tables C and D. 


RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir has not been a bill of expense this year. The 
labor performed on it this year, has amounted to $50,17. The hay 
sold has returned $55,56-—a balance in favor of the reservoir. The 
banks on the outside are in the best condition they ever were; but 
the slopes inside are a continual source of trouble, and will be till it 
is either paved with granite blocks, with granite chips underneath 
to prevent wash and growth of weeds and grass, or that the small 
stones which are there should be laid in cement grout to make it 
water-tight, thus preventing the water from becoming roily at every 
high winad. . 


SERVICE PIPE. 


There are now 686 service pipes in Natick, of which 120 were 
added the past year. The total number of feet inserted by the 
town, is 38,202 feet 4 inches; of this amount, 25,108 feet 5 inches 
were charged to the water takers. Amount laid the past year was 
5,663 feet 11 inches, of which 3,622 feet 9 inches were charged to the 
water taken. The expense connected with the service and repairs 
on the same for the year ending Feb. 1, 1879, $2405,20, including 
all expense of labor and repairs done for Goodhue & Birnie, which 
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has been refunded to the town by the above firm as per agreement. 
There are nine services not in use, six of them are in buildings 
not completed, two shut off for non-payment, one on vacant premi- 
ses. Weare supplying 828 families, 136 being added the past 
year, or 3756 persons, 195 horses, 35 cows, and 20 steam boilers 
There are 1144 faucets, 260 hand hose, 49 bath tubs, 97 water clos- 
ets, and 28 urinals. There have been 10 leaks in the service pipe 
connection ; all caused by poor soldering. .
